Washington and the fact that his wife accompanied him cm his trip 
to the Uhl had States.

liance on the erroneous travel orders. This rationale, while en- 
titled to sympathetic consideration, cannot be the basis of a legal 
determination in the face of the settled principle that the United 
States is not bound or estopped by an erroneous authorization made 
by its officers, with or without Jurisdiction, and whether made 
under mistake of fact or of law. 

T. We there fore concur in the recommendation of SD/P/AMiN 
that orders be amended to provide for a PCS status. 
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
